LAMAR CO. NUMBERS IN NATIONAL LOTTERY 
This List Will Include All Men Russians Dsserted 


Summoned In First Draft 
Facing Germans 


Number Required From Lamar 


Not Yet Published By 


The Governor 


Washington, July 2 0 .— Selective conscription was put into effect 


today when the national lottery fixed the order of military liability of 


the ten million young Americans registered for service. 
1 o secure the 


result, 10,500 numbers had to be drawn, one at time, a task begun in 


the morning and lasting far into the night. 
I he first number drawn 


was 258. This drew one man from each of the registration districts in 


United States in which 258 or over had registered. 
It drew two in 


Lamar county, Texas. 
The lottery was held in the public hearing room of the Senate 


office building, with War Department officials ¡11 charge of the active 


drawing and members of the Senate and House Military committees 


as witnesses. 
Throughout the day a small crowd of spectators w;as 


present, but altogether probably less than one thousand people saw' 


any part of the affair. 
As a result of the drawing every registered man has a definite 


place in the liability-for-service list. 
Already 68 7,000 have been 


ordered to the colors to fill to war strength the regular army and the 


National Guard and to constitute the first increment of the National 


army. 
To secure that total, 1,374,000 men will be called for exam­ 


ination in a few weeks, officials estimating that two registered men 


must be called for each soldier accepted. 
I hese 1,374,000 men will 


be taken from the head of the liability list, every local exemption dis­ 


trict furnishing a fixed quota. 
The 9000th number was drawn at midnight exactly, 
it then 


seemed likely that it w'ould be nearly 2 o’clock a. m. before the draw­ 


ing would be over. 


The army will be made up of 
the men drawn from approximate­ 
ly the first 8 0 0 numbers. 
1 hese 
numbers will call out about 1,400,- 
000 men. 
Allowing for half that 
number to be exempt, there will be 
left about 7 0 0 ,0 0 0 , who it is be­ 
lieved will be eligible.

The men will be called before 
the exemption boards in the order

is complete. 
Just how many this 
county will be called on to supply 
is not yet know'n, but it will be an­ 
nounced in a few’ day by the gover­ 
nor. 
The adjutant general is now 
making up the figures for each 
county from information supplied 
to the governor by the War De­ 
partment. 
There’s little use for any man to 
worry about his number if it does 
not appear in the following list, 
for it is quite likely that Lamar 
county’s quola will be filled before 
this list of 341 numbers is ex­ 
hausted. 
The remainder wiii not 
be called until the second army is 
formed, which will be probably 
next spring at the earliest 
To determine the order of the 
numbers, read ACROSS the lines 
and NOT DOWN the single col­ 


umns.

“ 1 am unwilling to permit tlie con­ 
duct of affairs to be taken out of my

When the Skin Seems Ablaze

Replant the ground devoted to rad­ 
ishes and lettuce, is the suggestion of 
the gardening and canning committee, 
Kansas Council of Defense. 
In harvesting these crops plan to se­ 
cure open spaces for other and longer 
season crops. 
Beans, cabbage, toma­ 
toes and sweet corn are some of the 
vegetables that may be used. A much 
larger space is occupied by radishes 
and lettuce In the average garden than 
the value of these crops warrants. 
Both vegetables are low in food con­ 
tent and are used mostly as a relish 
In early spring and summer. 
As soon as radishes become, pithy 
and lettuce too tough for use vegeta- j 
bles of greater food value which may 
be canned or stored for winter use j 
should occupy the space. 
If more j 
radishes and lettuce have been planted j 
than can profitably be used other vege-1 
tables should be started between the 1 
rows at once. 
Tomato and cabbage plants set a t , 
regular Intervals in radish or lettuce 
rows will do splendidly without great- I 
ly reducing the yield of the early vege- ■ 
tables.
